The Twilight Of Privilege 


QOMETHING more than appeal to passion and preju- 
O dice is going to be necessary to win in national poli- 
tic* this year. People have been deeply stirred by revela- 
tions of incompetency, and perhaps dishonesty, in public 
affairs. 
They are in no mood to be beguik-d by parn 


appeals of the stereotyped varic-t>. 


A stripping to the essentials of honest go\ ernment 


is deeired. Foremost is economy, and that means a lop- 
ping off of paternalistic and parasitic agencies that inteiv 
fere with private initiative and consume tax money. As 
far as many of them serve any purpose it is that ui assist- 
ing in the building of & political machine for personal and 
party benefit. Xext to economy mast be a use of admin- 
istrative offices for the general good. 
Special treasury 


grants, thru contracts, subventions, leases or otherwise, 
must be stopped. 


Democracy, in itself, is not a panacea, 
it i-s \alu- 


able only to the extent that it is applied wisely and that 
means the selection of a high standard of public officials. 
The leasing of government oil reserves under conditions 
that from the first aroused suspicion could not have taken 
place if those in authority had had a proper conception of 
their obligations. 
In itself, it does not endanger the 


foundations of the representative system, but it does call 
attention to the importance of eternal watchfulness on 
the part of the people. Of government, it has been said: < 


It was not made -with tho mountains. :t Is not onr- with tin- <!--f-p. 
Men. not gods, devised !t. Men, not gods, must l:*><»p. 


Back in world war days there was a minority mem-' 


ber of a committee in congress that, even more than some 
members of the President's own party, was making a 
fight for certain important war measures. Some men in 
his Borne city sent him a telegram, questioning his course 
and warning him that alliance with the administration 
might mean political suicide. 
''But what about tiic 


country?" was the congressman's answer. 
Incidentally, 


the suicide has not yet occurred. 


There is questioning today as to what government 


intends to do for the general welfare and to stop inroads 
of special privilege. Candidates will find that more than 
platitudes are necessary in answer. 


Poincare's Failure 
FROM the beginning the better .section of the American 


press, which includes a substantial majority of our 


papers, disagreed with the Poincare policy of invading 
the Ruhr and the attempt to dismember and annihilate 
the German empire. 


Now, after more than two years of Poincare's policy, 


the predictions of those opposed to his policies have been 
more than confirmed. 
The failure which was held up 


before him has come. His promises to the French people 
have been converted by time into disappointments. The 
'hatreds of three years ago have waned and his people 
who were so unanimously behind him when he came to 
the Premiership of France, have rid their eyes of the 
scales which obscured their vision. The failure ot" Poin- 
care is now admitted at home as freely as it was predict- 
ed abroad two years ago. 


Among American papers none have better foreign 


service than the two Baltimore Suns, morning- and even- 
ing. 
Their correspondence is voluminous, accurate and 


well written. For that reason we commend to those of 
our readers who care to keep informed on European af- 
fairs the following resume of French affairs under Poin- 
care taken from the editorial page of the Baltimore 
Morning Sun: 


Just over two years ago M. Poincare assumed the 


Premiership of France under circumstances extremely 


or 
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France in 1818. 
Poincare's policy has been Napoleonic 


because it .Bought t-j blind the eyes of the French people 
to defects at Lome while arousing their enthusiasm for 
la gloiro abroad. 
And it is failing tor the same reason 


that the policy of the two Napoleons failed—because the 
French people are at heart provincial and not imperialis- 
tic, peace-loving and not warlike, cautious and not reck- 
less. The Frt-nch like to hear their military bands in for- 
eign cities, and to sc-e their flag \\uving over foreign cita- 
dels, but as a long line of shattered rulers attests, thev put 
prosperity and stability at home far above these gascon- 
ades. 


In concert uitli her allies, France could have exacted 


from a healthy Germany u large part of the reparations 
allotted under the Treaty of Versailles. Or, acting against 
strong British opposition, she could so injure Germany as 
to reduce that nation's power in Europe to the lowest ebb. 
A child could see that the two policies were contradictory. 
But Poincare. when he ordered the occupation of t he- 
Ruhr, pretended that thru the destruction of Germany 
m:ght come more reparations. 
The reality now is plain 


to all. 
In the first year of occupation the French were 


able to seize ~>.-'150,000 ton< of German coal. 
In 1922 


Germany delivered \oluniarily 12,500.000 tons.
